To Until* o f I'epui lmciih in the .Ven ice o f 
the General Onrcrnment: 
I deem this a 
proper time to especially warn all sub­ 
ordinates in the several departments, and 
all officeholders under the General Gov­ 
ernm ent, against the use of llieir official 
positions in attem pts to control political 
movem ents in their localities. 
Office­ 
holders areagenls of the people—not their 
masters. 
Not only is their tim e and 
labor due 
to 
the 
Government, 
but 
they 
should 
scrupulously 
avoid 
in 
their 
political 
action, 
as 
well 
as 
in the discharge of official duty, offending 
by a display of obtrusive partisanship, 
their neighbors who have relations with 
them as public officials. 
They should 
also tem em ber that their party friends, 
from whom they hav3 received preferment, 
have not invested them with the power of 
arbitrarily m anaging political affairs. They 
have no right, as office-holders, to dictate 
the political action of llieir party associa- 
utcs, nor to throttle freedom of action 
w ithin the party lines, hy m ethods and 
practices which pervert every useful and 
justifiable purpose of party organization. 
The influence of Federal offices should 
not be felt in the m anipulation of political 
prim ary meetings and nom inating conven­ 
tions. 
The use, by 
these officials, 
of 
their positions to compass their selection 
as del “gates to political conventions, is in­ 
decent and unfair, and a proper regard for 
the proprieties and requirem ents of politi­ 
cal place will also prevent their assuming 
active conduct of political campaigns. 
In ­ 
dividual interest and activity in political 
affairs are by no means condemned. Office­ 
holders ere neither disfranchised nor for­ 
bidden the exercise of political privileges: 
but their privileges are not enlarged, nor is 
their duty to party increased to pernicious 
activity by officeholding. 
A just discrim i­ 
nation in this regard between things a citi­ 
zen may properly do, and purposes for 
which public office should not be used, is 
easy in the light of a correct appreciation 
of the relation between the people and 
those intrusted with official place ami con- 
sideiatious of the necessity, under our form 
of Government, of political action, free 
from official coercion. Y our are requested 
to com m unicate the substance ot these 
views to those for whose guidance they are 
intended.

W ashington, Ju ly 14th.—About a year 
ago Judge W ard McAllister, Jr., of Califor­ 
nia, son of W ard McAllister, of New York, 
was suspended bv the President from the 
officec,1 U. S. District Judge, of Alaska, 
and a person named Dawn was appointed 
in his place.

Judge McAllister arrived in W ashington, 
en route to California, where be intended 
to resum e the practice of his profession. 
His counsel advised him that if. as was 
claimed, he was still a United States Judge, 
lie was debarred from practicing law.

T he nickel is in demand on the Pacific 
coast. To keep up with this dem and the 
Bank of California has bronght. during the 
past year, at its own expense, about $3,000 
worth of the coin. 
W ith these 00,000 use­ 
ful pieces of m oney in active circulation, 
in addition to what were in use before, the 
demand is unsatisfied. Tiie pressure is felt 
at tbe I nitcd suite* Sub-Treasury in this 
city. Tiie Bank of California, anti perhaps 
others, may have to send East to get nickels 
for their customers. 
Coins brought in ibis 
way arc a loss to the importers, for the 
Government pays none of the c >et of trans­ 
portation. 
T he Bank of California has 
brought the coins in only as an accomm o­ 
dation to custom er'. Tiiere is a continual 
pressure from the interior of the State for 
“G.ro 
l ast December a request was m ade 
from the Sub-Treasury Lerfe for the ship­ 
m ent of §10,000 worth o f nickels from the 
M int at Philadelphia, where they are made. 
None were received, but a response was 
made that there was no land available for 
the cost of transportation. 
Tbe last lot 
came to the Sub-Treasury about two years 
ago, the am ount being §5,000. These were 
rapidly paid out over the counter in §5») 
sacks. 
Heretofore the transportation of nickels 
has been paid for out of the profits on sil­ 
ver coinage, 
ft is supposed (hat tbe silver- 
coinage profit now is used to pay for silver 
dollars and half doihus. 
There is a de­ 
m and at the Sub-Treasury for nearly or 
quite $500 worth of nickels per day. 
The 
car lines need great quantiri s . f nickels. 
The nickels received are paid nut as fast as 
they come in, but the Sub-Treasury cannot 
increase the circulation, seemingly, the re­ 
quest for m ore having been ineffectual. 
A 
prom inent banker explained this afternoon 
that the failure to get enough nickels for 
use liere was duo to the shiftless m anage­ 
m ent of the Governm ent. 
” Bankers do 
not know w hat to rely upon. 
There is no 
reason why this coast should be deprived 
of nickels. It costs very little to m ake 
them and the transportation Is not ex­ 
pensive. 
In the growing scarcity of dimes 
and sm all silver coin generally, they are 
indispensable. They ore more used than 
any other coin.”—S. f \ Bulletin

If the people of the several counties of 
th e State are alive to th eir true interests 
they will 
am ply support th eir 
home 
papers. 
Journals of cities mav have gen­ 
erally more attractions, but they never 
can possess the value to a local constit­ 
uency of the paper published w ithin the 
lines of such community. 
In saying this, 
we have fully in m ind th a t we may be 
speaking against our own interests; but if 
by th at utterance we should work the re­ 
striction of our w idely-distributed patron­ 
age, we still should say to the people of 
ru ral localities th at their duty to their 
local papers should not l»e circumscribed 
L-r tí,., fr.i t th..i foreign papers bid in the 
sam e field. 
Some one has said th at if he 
could have a half an hour alone w ith any 
single issue of a town paper, he could 
w rite from its columns of m atter and ad­ 
vertisements a correct estim ate of the 
social, business and progressive character 
of the people and gauge th e measure of 
their general intellectual 
acquirem ents 
and scheme- . 
And so he could. 
W e ran 
almost invariably read a starved, timid, 
■''progressive people in the community 
paper their poverty of courage involves. 
So, then, the country newspaper is an in ­ 
dex to the state of country society. 
But it 
is a good deal m ore; it is the chief means 
■ >f intercourse lietween th at community 
an d the reading world. 
The town paper 
brings the town and county to attention 
they would otherwise never receive, and 
thus the invitation a people extend to the 
outside world is best extended through the 
local newspaper. 
T he intelligent reader 
knows th a t the editor and publisher of the 
local paper move in the atm osphere of the 
people; that they reflect accurately the 
thought of the people; th at they never 
dare—no m atter how much inclined—to 
w rite above the heads of the people of 
th eir locality. 
The intellectual reader 
knows that, even down to the smallest ad­ 
vertisem ent, the country paper is apt to lie 
th e most accurate of journals, because it is 
Hudcr the im m ediate criticism and eensor- 
slmi, as it were, of those upon whose judg­ 
m ent of its value it must depend for its 
success. 
For these reasons alone, if for no 
other, the country journal is a reliable one, 
and becomes the very best medium for 
addressing 
the 
outside world. 
Its one 
drawback is its lim ited circulation. 
But 
i t happens th a t city journals arc alive to 
Jh e importance to themselves of publishing 
th e spirited expressions and the newsy 
records of the country press, and so it is 
th a t most of that that is good in the coun­ 
try journal lias a reading clientage vastly 
greater than th e measure of its own circu­ 
lation. 
T he country pres- being so ncces- 
sary to the eountrv com m unity; being the 
ch ief vehicle of debate in i t ; the best m e­ 
dium for interchange of views between its 
people ; the one paper of all others to push 
to public attention the possibilities and 
resources of the section; it follows that 
local communities owe the local press lib­ 
eral support. I t ought not to much m atter 
to the large-minded man w hether the ed­ 
ito r reflects views always in consonance 
w ith his own, or opposed to them . 
He 
ought to and does look hevond that ; he 
ought to and does see in the paper a rep­ 
resentative of his town or vicinage; he 
ou g h t to and does see in it the effort of 
m en usually devoted and conscientious to 
th e discharge of duty—eflort the reward of 
w hich is wholly dependent upon local loy­ 
a lty . 
T he reader may not get the world’s 
news in his county jiaper ; he may not be 
tickled with columns of wit, or moved by 
essays of philosophical c ast; he may find 
-ilore spaee given to trivial thau im portant 
subjects; lie m ay find Jo h n Jones, Esq 
■lauded into an im portance. wholly out of 
.keeping w ith the real im portance of plain 
Jo h n Jouc-s ; he may find his county pajier 
th e very reverse of far away in its specula­ 
tions, and altogether practical, hom ely and 
hom e-devoted ; but for all these things he 
will, if wise, find in liis loeai paper a daily 
chronicle as im portant to a sm all world as 
is th e T hunderer to England, and ju st as 
close, nay, a stronger, more absolutely nec- 
essirv link between the little world and 


th e big than any other. 
A local constiWi- : 
eney th at has a fairly representative and j 
honest paper, small or great, weekly or ■ 
m onthly, that labors for local interests and 
th at believes in th at superb belle, “ Sally 
who lives iu our alley,” aud th at adheres 
to the sublime doctrine th at every man 
owes something to the town in which he 
lives. 
Such a comm unity refusing or neg­ 
lecting to support th at journal, no m atter 
w hat its polities, deserves to starve and 
shrivel and drop out of the world’s view.

Some dozen tribes of Indians possess these 
lands under the contract of treaty with the 
Government. 
T hey removed from th eir 
original hunting grounds to these in In ­ 
dian T erritory under th at convention. 
They have adhered to their part of the 
co n tract; have adopted the arts of civili­ 
zation ; have buried forever the tomahawk 
and the scalping k n ife; they have become 
agriculturists; have built towns and cities, 
established schools, erected churches, m ain­ 
tain a republican form of governm ent 
adjudicate th eir issues before properly 
constituted tribunals, and in all ways have 
proved themselves capable of self-govern­ 
ment, and fitted for our system of civiliza­ 
tion. 
If now the Am erican people perm it 
their guaranteed rights to be invaded—no 
m atter th at they embrace a vast area of 
idle lands—the G overnm ent deserves th e 
scorn and loathing of m ankind.

T he dispatch of yesterday iu the R ecokd- 
U nion from W ashington, indicating that 
the Senate had stricken out all the legisla­ 
tion iu the river and harbor bill, in ­ 
tended to protect the navigable rivers (if 
the State and the bay of San Francisco 
from 
the destruction threatened, 
cre­ 
ated consternation am ong the friends of 
valley interests. They were loth to believe 
th at the Senate had deliberately refused to 
intervene to save navigable stream s it is 
bound in honor to conserve. 
This consternation was only equaled by 
the am azem ent' w ith which they learned 
that this decision had resulted from the 
action and perfidy of a California Senator, 
George Ilearst. 
Later in the day a San 
Francisco paper came to hand containing 
a long dispatch from W ashington, and 
bearing all the ear-m arks of Senator Hearst. 
In that dispatch he takes occasion to say 
that he has trium phed over his colleague, 
but claimed that his action is indorsed by 
the people of both the valley and the m in­ 
ing sections. 
H e sa y s; 
The committee am endm ents secured by Sena­ 
tors Hearst and .tones included the striking out 
of the clause iu the bill which made it the duty 
of the Secretary ot War to instituto legal pro- 
eeediugs against almost every ela-s of miners 
iu California. It was therefore a surprise to 
Senators Hearst aud Jones when Senator Stan­ 
ford in the Senate moved to insert tlie objec­ 
tionable clause. 
But there is no explanation anyw here in 
the fulsome dispatch of w hy this clause 
was objectionable, or who objected to it. 
H e further sa y s: 
Senator Hearst supposed his colleague under­ 
stood the committee's am endm ents were per­ 
fectly satisfactory to all iutercsts iu California, 
aud hoped that the section as reported bj the 
committee would not be disturbed. 
It w ould be exceedingly gratifying to 
the people of tlie valley to learn from 
w hat source Senator Ilearst gained this re­ 
m arkable 
inform ation. 
So far as this 
vicinage is concerned, it has not a particle 
of foundation. N or can it be ascertained 
that such expression of satisfaction has 
anyw here been m ade. It is the liight of 
absurdity to even im agine th at it could 
have been m ade in the valley. 
F u r­ 
ther on in his dispatch Senator H earst 
sa y s; 
I know already that tlie am endm ents I have 
secured are approved by both the m ining aud 
farming interests of California, because I framed 
them only after thorough discussion with the 
representatives of both interests. 
Mr. H earst owes it to him self to state 
w ith whom he consulted, and who assum ed 
to thus speak for the valley. 
In California 
the truth of his statem ent is flatly and un­ 
reservedly denied. 
In concluding his dis­ 
patch, Mr. H earst said : 
The am endm ent defining hydraulic m ining 
still rem ains in the bill. It is in"its proper place, 
twelve pages further ou. where it was inserted 
by the committee at my request.

T h e W e a th e r. 
August, 1885, says Sergeant Barwlck, was 
the hottest m onth ever experienced here 
since the Signal Service records began. 
T here were flve hot spells during that 
m onth, two of them lasting over the usual 
three or four days of heated w eather; one 
lasted six days and the oilier seven days. 
T he first hot spell in August. ISS5, began 
on Ju ly 31st and ended A ugust 5tli, the 
m axim um tem perature being 91° 99°, 101°, 
•100°, 98° and 91°. T he second hot spell 
was on August 9th and 10th, being 91° 
each day. The next one was from August 
13th to 19th, being 92°, 95°, 105°, 97°, 105°, 
104° and lu0°. The next was from August 
2Gtli to 28th, it being 92°, 93° and 91°. The 
next was from A ugust 30ih to Septem ber 
2d, and was 92°, 96°, 98° and 93”. 
Yester­ 
day was the third hottest day ever recorded 
at tliia point by the Signal Service, it being 
lu5°. T he same tem perature was registered 
on A ugust 15 and 17, 1S85. T he tem per­ 
ature yesterday at 4 e. m. was the highest 
for th at hour ever recorded by the Signal 
Service here, the highest before being 10 1°, 
while yesterday it was 103°, and at 7 v. 
m. it was 93°. 
There was a cooling rain at Los Angeles 
yesterday forenoon, precipitating .24 of an 
inch, causing the tem perature yesterday 
noon to bo considerably less thaii the day 
before, at which tim e it was 90°, while yes­ 
terday it was but 79°. 
It was threatening 
a t Keeler yesterday noon. 
T he highest and lowest tem perature in 
Sacram ento yesterday was 105° and 68°, 
with northerly w ind at 4 p. m., but light 
southerly was the prevailing wind, with 
clouds covering about h alf the sky. 
lied Bluff', at 7 o'clock last night, had 
a tem perature o f 103°. The highest yester­ 
day was : For Red Bluff, 108°; Sacramento, 
105°; San Francisco, 70°; Los Angeles, 98°; 
San Diego, 7S° ; in W ashington Territory, 
at Spokane Falls. 98°; W alla W alla, 101°.

SO LAW TO FIT THE CASE. 


J u d g e 
M c F a rla n d 
D isc h a rg e » 
A u stin , 
A v e ry and McGiuniss. 
Judge M cFarland yesterday rendered his 
decision in the liabe3s corpus cases of the 
above-named petitioners, which he had 
taken under advisement. The H ill sisters 
were present while it was being rendered, 
and Maggie interrupted the Judge during 
its reading, jum ping up and commencing 
an expostulation with “ Now, Judge, but 
was ordered to keep silent, and did so. 
Subsequently, after the adjournm ent ot 
Court, iter sister used her tongue very freely 
to the Judge, District Attorney, County 
Clerk and other'--. 
Following is the deci­ 
sion in fu ll: 
Superior Court, Sacram ento county, Cali­ 
fornia. 
Petition of S. W . Austin et als., on 
habeas corpus. 
. 
Petitioner Austin is held on a com m it­ 
m ent charging him witli the crime of false 
personation. 
In passing on the petition I assum e all 
the doubtful facts to he determined against 
tiie petitioner, and in favor of the validity 
of the com m itm ent. The material lacts 
are as follows : 
On the thirty-first day of October, 1885, 
the petitioner Avery t who is charged w ith 
conspiracy to effect the said false persona­ 
tion), reqnested the said Austin to procure 
a m arriage license for the marriage of said 
Avery witli one Margaret J . H ill. The 
nam e by which Avery was generally known 
was Eugene E. Avery. H e claimed, how­ 
ever, that his former name was Hueston E. 
Avery, and requested Austin to get the li­ 
cense in the nam e of II. E. Averv. so that 
his father, and his friends at college, m ight 
not know of liis marriage. There is some 
evidence that the saiJ Margaret J. H ill 
consented to this, hut it is not necessary to 
lin d as to that fact. Austin went lo the 
residence of the County Clerk about 8 
o’clock r. m. in company with the other 
petitioner, McGinuiss, also charged with 
conspiracy. The County Clerk understood 
McGinniss to introduce Austin as Avery. 
This is denied by botli McGinniss and A us­ 
tin : but, lor the purposes of this hearing, I 
assume that he was so introduced. 
Austin 
went with tliu Clerk to the Clerk’s office at 
the 
Court-house, where McGinniss also 
afterwards came. The Clerk 
there had 
some conversation with A ustin and Mc­ 
Ginniss about the parties to the proposed 
m arriage—McGinniss doing m ost of the 
talking, and the Clerk supposing Austin to 
be Avery. The Clerk then prepared an 
affidavit" which Austin signed, and the 
Clerk attached to it the usual ju rat. 
A us­ 
tin says that he did not understand it to 
be 
an 
affidavit: 
that 
lie was not 
sworn 
to 
it; 
and 
that he supposed 
it was some paper w hich 
he had the 
right to sign for Avery—he being a young 
m an with no experience in such business. 
I assume, however, that he did understand 
it, and was sworn to it. 
H e gave to the 
cierk the nam e “ II. 
Averv,” instead of 
•• 11. K. Avery,” by mistake, as lie claims. 
The clerk then asked him w hat “ H .” 
stood for ami lie 
replied “ H iram ”— 
probably a m istake for “ H ueston.” There 
were clerical m istakes m ade in the affida­ 
vit, and, leaving out the headings, it is as 
follow s; 
“ H iram II. Avery being first duly sworn 
deposes and says, th at lie knows the above­ 
named M argaret J. H ill, that she is a na­ 
tive of Ireland, that slic is of the age of 20 
years, and a resident of Sacramento city, 
county of Sacramento, State of California : 
and the said H iram C. Avery, being fur 
ther sworn, deposes and says, that his 
name is Margaret ,/. Hill, that he is a na- 
tive-of California, th at he is of the age of 
23 years, and a resident of San Francisco, 
county of San Francisco, State of Califor­ 
nia. 
FI. C. A v e r v . 
W itness—John C. McGinniss.” 
A ¡¡cense was 
then 
issued 
for the 
m arriage of Avery and 
Margaret llill. 
A ustin did no other act assum ing or pur­ 
porting to represent or personate Avery. 
The license was given Avery, who gave it 
to the said H ill on the sam e evening, offer­ 
ing then to m arry her. She objected be­ 
cause the license did not state Avery's first 
nam e correctly. 
After some negotiation it 
was agreed tiiat the said Avery and Hill 
should go to W oodland, Yolo county, the 
next Monday, procun' another license and 
be m arried there. They did go there on 
said Monday, and another license was pro­ 
cured; but tiie said M argaret Hill, through 
suspicion, or some oilier cause, refused to 
he married. 
Upon the foregoing facts the question is, 
was Austin guilty of the crim e know n to 
to the law as false personation 7 
Nothing is criminally false personation 
unless it be an act w hich the law declares 
to be such. 
The only acts 
in 
rela­ 
tion to the subject of marriage which 
the law declares to be false personation 
are those m entioned in Section 528 of the 
Penal Code, w hich is headed “ M arrying 
under false pretenses.” and is as follow s: 
Section 528. Every person who falsely 
personates another, and in sttcli assumed 
character marries, or pretends to m arry, or 
to sustain the marriage relation towards 
another, with or w ithout the connivance of 
such other, is guilty of felony.” 
Of course this section does not apply’ to 
A ustin. 
H e did not m arry or pretend to 
m arry anyone under an assumed character. 
But it is contended th at Austin is liable 
to a crim inal charge under the second sub­ 
division of Section 529. T hat section is 
headed “ Falsely personating another in 
oilier cases.” The section, down to the end 
if the said second subdivision, is as fol­ 
lows ; " Every person who falsely person­ 
ates another, and in such assumed charac­ 
ter either, !1) becomes hail or security for 
any party in any proceeding whatever, be­ 
fore any Court or officer authorized to 
take such bail or security; or (2) veri­ 
ties, publishes, acknowledges or proves, 
in the nam e of another, any written 
instrum ent, with intent that the sam e m ay 
he recorded, delivered and used as true,” is 
punishable by im prisonm ent, etc. 
But this language refers to “ other cases” 
than false personation in the m atter of 
marriage, and obviously and clearly is in­ 
tended lo include only those written instru­ 
m ents which arc entitled to be recorded, 
and which, xvlion recorded, constitute a 
public statem ent and history of property 
and oilier rights. The words are in tho 
conjunctive—recorded, delivered and used. 
The instrum ent m ust have been m ade 
with intent that tiie same may he re­ 
corded. " 
The words used in the lirst part 
of the subdivision express tilings that m ust 
be done in the execution of the various 
kinds of recordable instruments. 
But the 
affidavit in question is not such an instru­ 
m ent in any sense whatever. 
It not only 
is not entitled to be recorded, but it is not 
even 
required to lie filed, or 
in any 
m anner preserved. 
The Clerk may ex­ 
am ine parties and witnesses as to the 
ages, etc., of persons applying for marriage 
licenses, and may ” receive affidavits ”—if 
persons choose to m ake them . All this, 
however, is merely for the satisfaction of 
the Clerk. 
If he receives an affidavit he 
may keep^it or destroy it. as lie pleases. It 
can hardly be gravely argued that such an 
instrum ent is of the kind mentioned in the 
said Subdivision 2 of Section 529. 
Therefore, no m atter how strongly the 
evidence may establish the facts claimed 
by tiie prosecution, those facts do not 
constitute 
the public offense 
charged 
against A ustin, and there was not probable 
cause for the com m itm ent. 
Upon a trial 
the Court would be hound to instruct the 
jury to acquit. 
And, of course, 
the 
charges of conspiracy against the other 
petitioners falls with that against Austin, 
W hatever im m orality, or misconduct 
any of these petitioners may have commit­ 
ted, the Court cannot m ake law to fit their 
cases. 
New crimes a m be created by the 
Legislature alone. 
Let th e p e titio n e rs be d isch a rg e d .
